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The City Council Tuesday, 
Oct. 4, called a public hear- 
ing for Thursday, Oct. 20, on 
the proposed $200,000 down. 
town parking project. 

The council will meet on the 
20th instead of its regular meet- 
ing night, Tuesday, Oct. 18. 
Council members on the latter 
date will be attending a League 
of California Cities meeting 
in San Diego. 

The parking program, pro- 
posed by the downtown mer- 
chants, will be financed over 
a 30-year period by some 149 
businesses, the majority in the 
area embraced by Euclid Ave- 
nur to Sth Avenue and A Street 
to D Street. 

Merchants in the ‘“heart’’ 
of the downtown area will pay 
88 per cent of the financing 
in increased business license 
fees. This will amount to ap- 
proximately three times the 
regular fee of their business 
licenses, which will be based 
upon gross Sales. 

It was estimated the work 
will take one year to complete 
if approved. It will provide some 
190 additional parking places 
downtown. 

Mayor James Christensen in 
voicing his views on the pro- 
ject said he wholeheartedly en- 


dorses the downtown mer- 
chants’ plans to improve the 
area. However, he said the 


city in underwriting the $200,- 
000 bond should receive as- 
surance that the merchants in- 
tend to follow through with the 
overall modernization pro- 
gram. 

‘Additional parking will not 
solve the downtown merchants’ 
woes,’’ he said. ‘“‘Improvements 
to the buildings, a larger va- 
riety of merchandise and com- 
petitive prices are equally im- 
portant,’’ 

Councilwoman Zella_ Stone 
assured the council as a mem- 
ber of the Downtown Merchants 
Committee that previously an- 
nounced plans would be fulfilled. 
She said the parking project 
was merely the first phase of 
installing a modified mall. 

In other business, the coun- 
cil approved the second reading 
of an ordinance which doubles 
the present sewage rental fees. 
It will go into effect in 30 
days and is expected to net the 
city of additional $70,000 an- 
nually.

A $100,000 breach of con- 
tract suit against Upland car 
dealer was filed Thursday, Sept.

Wenger of Upland.

Under the terms of the 1965 
contract, Wenger claims he was 
to have been paid: 

--A monthly salary of $260 
plus $100 for travel and enter- 
tainment. 

--Use of two current model 
Chevrolets. 

--Five annual installments 
of $15,500, due on March 1, 
plus 10 per cent interest an- 
nually due the first day of each 
month. 

The suit claims that: 

--Wenger was not paid his 
salary for August or Septem. 
ber. 

--The two Chevrolets for his 
use were repossessed, 

--The defendant has not paid 
anything on the promissory note 
of $77,500 nor on the interest 
(,alued at $1,291.80), 

--The defendant has taken 
a salary in excess ($35,000) 
of the net profits. 

--The defendant has refused 
to pay, on demand, $30,000 
borrowed by the plaintiff for 
the defemlant, 

In a second cause for com- 
plaint, Wenger claims he has 
personally loaned Grimm vary- 
ing sums totaling $20,000 which 
have not been repaid.

Until recently Nepal was 
closed to Christian mission. 
aries, but under his leadership 
the United Christian Mission of 
Nepal was organived now serv. 
ing this Himalayan kingdom with 
three hospitals, several educa. 
tional institutions and a mis- 
sionary force of over 100, 

Bishop Pickett conferred of- 
ten with Mahatma Ghandi and 
Pundit Nehru and was frequently 
consulted by them as they pre- 
pared for India's independence 
and constitution, When violence 
broke out upon the partition of 
India amt Pakistan, Bishop 
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Pickett organized and led the 
Christian Relief Committee 
which was thanked by both gov- 
ernments, and was credited with 
saving the lives of several hun- 
dred thousands of Hindus, Mos. 
lems and Sikhs. 

On the request of Prime Min- 
ister Nehru, Bishop Pickett ap- 
pealed to the U.S, State De. 
partment and President Eisen- 
hower and was influential tn 
improving relations between the 
two countries, which has result. 
ed in substantial food for re- 
lief of India’s recent famine. 

Under the auspices of the 
Rockefeller supported Insti. 
tute of Social and Religious 
Research, after prolonged re- 
search, Bishop Pickett wrote 
the bock ‘Christian Mass 
Movements in India’? widely 
acclaimed by sociologists as 
well as churchmen. 

The archbishop of Canter- 
bury called it ‘‘the greatest 
book on Christian Missions 
written in modern times,"’ 

Another of his books, 
‘Christ's Way to India’s Heart’’ 
has been translated into 12 
languages,

SACRAMENTO -- California 
needs a definition of the best 
unified school district in term:

here will be a reverse twist to the European 

fashion story this coming year. Boatloads of 

clothes will be arriving from America— almost 
as many as will sail our way from Europe. 

Since the beginning of organized fashion — cou- 
turiers and all that — American women have idolized 
European clothes. They have believed that European 
designers were endowed with some special magic, and 
that any dress with a foreign name sewn in at the back 
of the neckline puts them a couple of steps ahead in the 
race for status. Each season when our stores show the 
imports their buyers have brought back, along with 
the copies made here, literally thousands of women 
jostle each other to get into the opening and see what 
is going on at the top. 

The funny thing, though, is that European women 
have become equally mad about American clothes. 
They love the whole concept of ready-to-wear. They 
admire the easy, American way of shopping, the fab- 
rics, the fit of the clothes and the range of sizes which 
is three times as wide as it is any place else in the 
world, 

That secret little dressmaker every European woman 
Is supposed to keep hidden from her best friend may 
have given French women, at least, a reputation for 
great chic, But the dressmaker is no longer what she’s 
reputed to be. Fittings and pinnings have become 
time-consuming bores. 

It's a ready-to-wear world. And nobody can turn 
out attractive ready-to-wear clothes more quickly or 
more effectively than the American manufacturer, In- 
evitably, most European countries are starting to make 
ready-to-wear fashions now, but they're still a long 
way behind. It takes a year for their designers to finish 
a model and get it in the stores, And the clothes can't 
help but look dated — to us, at least.

clothes exported to Europe. When an American dress 
reaches another country, the price tag can be triple 
what it was when it started here. And another thing: 
A Funny as it sounds, American manufacturers have suf- 
tered from a certain lack of self-confidence. Artisans 
are self-conscious about admitting to artistic or cre- 
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ative talents. They have hung back and played follow- 
the-leader to the Europeans all these years. 

Now. however, with more European ready-to-wear 
coming into American stores all the time, a few hardy 
Americans have decided to start a reverse flow. It's 
about time! The group is calling itself the A.E.F For- 
get that these initials once stood for American Expedi- 
tionary Forces. The new connotation is American 
Exporters of Fashion. 

There are about twelve manufacturers involved in 
the plan to sell American fashions to Europe in a big 
way. They all make moderate price clothes with fa- 
mihar labels in them, like Jerry Silverman and Mal- 
colm Starr. Silverman is well-known, especially for 
his flattering clothes that suit small women. Malcolm 
Starr is famous for glamorous, glittering evening 
clothes. Many of the dresses Starr will sell to Euro- 
pean girls will be made in Hong Kong so that they 
won't cost as much as if they were manufactured here 

None of these fashions slated for Europe have been 
designed or made yet, but they will more or less follow 
the look of the fall collections — good fabrics, colors 
and, above all, that marvelous American fit. By next 
spring, the A.E.F. should be in action, selling dresses 
from new showrooms in London, Dusseldorf, Zurich 
and, perhaps, Brussels. 

Several London stores, like Woollands’ and Har- 
rod’s have been operating departments of American 
fashions for a long time. To raise interest even further. 
genial Jerry Silverman and his designer, Shannon 
Rogers, recently rented the famous Pavilion at Brigh- 
ton for an American birthday party and fashion show. 

And clothes aren't the only part of American fash- 
ion that is beating a path to Europe. At the Yves St. 
Laurent opening, models wore marvelous heavy silver 
Lurex stockings with their pumps. Backstage they 
were reticent about admitting it, but the stockings 
came direct from New York. 

An American designer of costume jewelry, Coty 
Award-Winner Kenneth J. Lane, made the costume 
jewelry for Givenchy’s boutique, where Audrey Hep- 
burn shops. He was also “consultant” for St. Laurent’s 
jewelry and many of the popular plastic Pop Art ear- 
rings look just like the kind he shows here. 

It seems that we Americans are just beginning to 
discover what great fashion we have had all this time, 
right in our own backyard.

an interior designer can be of inestimable value. 

The mood of the room is created by the manner 
in which it is decorated. A dark brown study, for 
instance, is not only a fitting expression for a certain 
state of mind, but also an accurate description of 
a great in-home library, While library might sound 
a bit pretentious, this room represents a quiet place 
to sit, in comfort and solitude. The room is hand- 
some, relaxed, as expensive as you want to make it 
and always, somehow, secure. 

While everything in the room is important, from 
the leather or vinyl upholstered furniture to the 
handsome fabrics and rugs, the design emphasis 
is on the walls, which should be made to create a 
distinguished architectural background. They may 
take on rich, dark tones when wood-paneled in 
mahogany, oak or rosewood veneers. But fabric- 
covered walls can be used to create equally strong 
and stunning effects. 

In combination with these walls, your bookcases 
gain new dimensions.

Despite their ease of con- 
struction however, you may prefer built-in book- 
shelves, which have a more architectural character 
and allow greater individuality of detailing and fin- 
ishing. For a rented house or apartment, built-in 
effects can be achieved with free-standing book- 
cases made to stack atop each other. These units 
can be combined in various arrangements to suit 
new space requirements if you move.

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of the University of Virginia was leading 

the nation’s collegiate gridiron scorers with 
134 points; Frank Sinkwich was on his way to roll- 
ing up a total 1,872 yards gained for the University 
of Georgia; Bruce Smith was leading the University 
of Minnesota to the 1941 College Football Cham- 
pionship, and a fleet-footed Chinese halfback 
named Johnny Chung was gaining considerable 
press coverage sparking Plainfield Teachers to foot- 
ball immortality. 

Harold Rosenthal, sports editor of the old New 
York Herald Tribune, recalled the beginning of the 
Chung story not long ago. As he tells it, he was 
sitting at his desk in the sports department on 
Saturday evening, Oct. 25, 1941, waiting for the 
first edition of the paper to come out, when the 
phone rang. The conversation, according to an 
account that later appeared in The Football News, 
went like this: 

“Sports department?” asked an amiable voice. 
“I'd hike to report a football score. Plainfield Teach- 
ers, 27; Winona, 3.” 

“Plainfield Teachers, that a New Jersey school?” 
queried Rosenthal. 

“Yes.” 

“Okay, thanks very much.” 

Rosenthal scribbled down the score, to be printed 
in the Sunday paper in the sports-results column 
headed EAST, and thus became an unwitting ac- 
complice in the instigation of one of the greatest 
football hoaxes of all time. 

What Rosenthal did not know was that the 
amiable voice on the other end of the wire belonged 
to Morris Newburger, a sports fan and partner in 
Newburger and Loeb, the Wall Street brokerage 
tirm. Newburger subscribed wholeheartedly to the 
belief that football players are made, not born. He 
had decided to create one, along with a full-size 
team for him to star on. 

Newburger Knew the football scene. He knew 
that reporters did not attend small games, and the 
papers relied upon public-spirited parties at the 
schools to phone in the results of the games on 
Saturday night. He knew of the chaotic conditions 
caused by the fact that there was a war, and a 
draft, on; colleges were starting up with a football 
schedule one Saturday and dropping it the next. 
These factors, coupled with Newburger’s continu- 
ing fascination with the inclusion in the Sunday 
columns of such institutions as Slippery Rock 
Teachers College, gave him all he needed to go 
ahead and plant his imaginary football team. 

Riding on his one-shot success with The Trib, 
he proceeded to map out weekly schedules for the 
“Jersey Dons.” They were to play against such 
tearful foes and traditional rivals as Scott, Chester- 
ton, Randolph Tech, Ingersoll, St. Joseph's, Appa- 
lachian Tech and Harmony Teachers, an imposing 
schedule for any team, and particularly for non- 
existent Plainfield.

Thus it was that after trouncing Winona one 
week, Plainfield made it into The Trib and The 
Times the following week by beating Randolph 
Tech 35-0. Who was the star? That charging, 205- 
pound Chinese back, Johnny Chung. (Funny, but 
all teams looked alike to Chung.) 

It must be reported that on one newspaper to 
which Newburger phoned in the result of the big 
game, a rewrite man asked about the location of 
Randolph Tech. 

“What do you mean?” asked Newburger, caught

short for a ready and pat answer. 

“I mean, is it in the East, or the South, or where? 
Sounds like a school in Wilmington.” 

“In Wilmington?” parried Newburger. “No, it’s 
just outside.” 

Of course, every period has its hoaxes, not 
necessarily in the field of sports. In the late 1700's 
an 18-year-old boy “discovered” two “lost” plays 
written by Shakespeare. He managed to have them 
produced at the famed Drury Lane Theatre before 
finally admitting that he had written them himself. 
In the late 1830's, a reporter, striving to build 
circulation for his struggling newspaper, announced 
that “The Edinburgh Journal of Science” had found 
life on the moon and had his readers believing it. 
But later he admitted to inventing the story himself. 
Even Edgar Allan Poe had a hand in a hoax when, 
in the 1840's, he deceived the leading intellects 
with an account of a trans-Atlantic balloon flight. 
But the biggest fraud of the 1940's belongs singu- 
larly to Morris Newburger. 

Newburger now enjoyed the sweetest taste of 
success. Having duped both The Times and The 
Tribune, he accelerated into high gear. He “hired” 
a mythical public relations man to publicize Plain- 
field and Johnny Chung. He had stationery printed 
with “Plainfield Teachers Athletic Association” em- 
blazoned at the top to add a touch of authenticity. 
And he invented a head coach named Ralph 
“Hurry-Up” Hoblitzel to guide the fortunes of the 
Dons. “Hurry-Up” pioneered, and was widely 
heralded for, the unorthodox W-formation, an 
offensive weapon shaped for the particular talents 
of the swivel-hipped “Celestial Comet.” 

Chung, fortified by his half-time bowls of rice, 
had by this time been credited with scoring 57 of 
the 98 points scored by his team and had chalked 
up an average gain of nine and three-tenths yards 
every time he carried the ball. (Apparently the 
“W" Formation was his “Cup of T.”) He had 
captured the imagination of the press and was 
being hailed as an easy bet for the “Little All- 
American” team. Wrote one football “expert”: 
“Johnny Chung, Plainfield Teachers’ Chinese soph- 
omore halfback, has lead his unbeaten and untied 
team in four starts . . . If the Jersey Dons don’t 
watch out, he may crop up in Chiang Kai-shek’s 
offensive department one of these days.” 

By now Newburger had let all his Wall Street 
friends in on the gag and they were roaring with 
laughter. A prank played on the staid old Times 
and The Trib! And then The Trib unmasked the 
fraud, when they attempted to assign a reporter to 
cover the nonexistent school’s next game. 

Faced with the bad news, Newburger pleaded 
to be allowed to finish out his schedule. He would 
have Chung hurt while dragging five tacklers across 
the goal line in a close win over Appalachian Tech, 
then come back the next week to personally cripple 
the Harmony Teachers team. No dice. The luck of 
Newburger and of Johnny Chung had run out. 





The Times never saw fit to publicly acknowledge 
their mistake. The Trib, on the other hand, grandly 
and permanently immortalized Plainfield Teachers 
by printing a “school song” composed to the tune 
of Cornell's famous “Far Above Cayuga’s Waters,” 
that went like this: 

Far above New Jersey's swamplands, 
Plainfield Teachers’ spires, 

Mark a phantom, phony college 
That got on the wires. 

Perfect record made on paper, 
Imaginary team! 

Hail to thee, our ghostly college, 
Product of a dream!

hen London introduced brevity in men’s coats and jackets, the American 

male was quick to accept the style. Could it be his answer to his girl's skimp- 

skirt and mini-coat? Whatever the motivation, brevity is the soul of one of 
the new looks that is sweeping the country this season. It’s a new dimension in sports- 
wear, putting far greater emphasis on trim, slim trousers combined with country boots, 
making for a tall, lean look. 

Short-cuts often have dual personalities. They are absolutely functional and allow 
for far more freedom of action. The four styles shown here are examples of what's new 
for cross-country walking or travel by sports car. But they have other lives to live. 
College men — and alumni — have decided upon the peajacket and the reversed sheep- 
skin jacket for stadium wear. And these can double as ski clothes. On the other hand, 
the classic British Warm and the leather-buttoned checked tweed coat come to town in 
winter.

in advance (or frozen), ready to heat and serve. 


Many will want to lead off with the special enchantment of cocktails in the 
living room in front of the fire. Because you have dressed for the occasion 
and, best of all, your dinner is all ready to serve, you are off to a marvelous 
evening. 


To add a fillip to the cocktail hour, serve an appetizer that really is an 
appetizer—liver paté with toast, or smoked oysters, for instance. Then, while 
a fresh cocktail is in the making, slip into the kitchen to start your dinner 
reheating. This trip to the kitchen, plus the few minutes it takes to serve it, 
represents all the work you do this evening. Who needs servants? They only 
get in the way. 


The success of your evenings hinges on organization and imagination. Both 
the table setting and the meal should receive full attention well before 5 o'clock, 
preferably sometime in the morning. 


Your dining table sets the tone for the evening . . . so arrange a setting both 
exquisite and exciting. Candlelight, gleaming silver, elegant china and sparkling 
glassware are musts. The accents: the centerpiece, the accessories and the table 
linen. 

These accents present the greatest challenge to your creativity and offer the 
greatest rewards. A delightful table setting adds luster to even the most pertect 
meal. Flowers, fruit, vegetables, or just green leaves can be arranged to make 


a lovely centerpiece. (An edjet d'art, borrowed from another part of the house, 
can serve as a unique accessory, either in combination with or in place of a 
centerpiece. ) 


Your table linen offers the greatest opportunity to introduce a splash of 
mood-building color. If you have seen all of your linen too often, invest in a 
length of colorful fabric with which to cover your table top. Then, coordinate 
the napkins, 


It is not necessary to serve a first course. However, if you decide to do so, 
make it simple. You might dress up a canned or dehydrated soup. For instance, 
mix canned pea soup with canned turtle soup, heat and film with whipped 
cream just before serving. That's an excellent boula, Or mix any shredded 
seafood into canned tomato soup and dilute with light cream instead of milk 
You can ring a thousand changes with canned soup, 


Your entrée might well take the form of a casserole. It can be prepared 
in the morning and refrigerated, or made days in advance and frozen, Be 
sure to use a casserole dish that will complement your silver and china, The 
best type is of enameled iron or other metal. They come in a variety of lovely 
colors and can be used equally well on top of the range or in the oven 


The British have long used a serving system in their country houses which 
fits exceedingly well into our pattern of gracious living today, The main-course 
dishes are placed on a buffet. And for this type of serving, an electric hot tray 
is one of the world’s greatest inventions. Dinner plates can be heated on it 
before the casserole or other hot dish is placed there when dinner is served. 


All that remains is the dessert—or, if you wish, a salad with cheese and 
crackers. Fruit, with or without cheese, also will do nicely. And don't over- 
look those packaged desserts. Many of them can be dressed up so that they 
seem like the products of a French chet. For instance, there's a new cgg 
custard mix from which you can make a very presentable créme brilée 
practically effortlessly. Or you might heat littke shredded wheat biscuits in 
the oven and at the same time heat honey, which you pour over them in time 
to let it soak in well, Served sprinkled with nuts is your own version of 
baklava
